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New owners’ 
budget hotel 
plan for old 
cinema site

A BUDGET hotel chain is in discussions 
with the new owners of the derelict cin¬ 
ema site in Tunbridge Wells. 

Premier Inn said it has been inter¬ 
ested in the town’s top ‘grot spot’ for 
some time and saw it as an “absolutely 
ideal” location. 

However, the proposal is likely to 
send a shudder down the spine of many 
who wanted to see the former ABC cin¬ 
ema transformed into a culture hub for 
the community. 

The new developers revealed this 
week that they plan to transform the 
site into a hotel and shops. 

The Mount Pleasant Road eyesore 
was sold in a TIOmillion deal to a Lux¬ 
embourg subsidiary of private equity 
firm The Carlyle Group, acting through 
a joint venture with the London-based 
developer Bellhouse Joseph. 

However, as the site has stood empty 
for over a decade and has already been 
bought three times, there is a wary 
sense of deja vu among residents. 


David Jukes, deputy leader of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Borough Council, said he 
was “cautiously pessimistic” about this 
latest development. The council is also 
pushing ahead with plans for a compul¬ 
sory purchase order (CPO) on the site. 

But Ed Bellhouse, a director of Bell- 
house Joseph, said he was keen to get 
the bulldozers in as soon as possible to 
demolish the crumbling buildings and 
wanted to have planning consent with¬ 
in the next 12 months. 

“We intend to redevelop it,” he said. 
“I’m sure everyone in the town will be 
pleased about that. We have held fairly 
extensive discussions with planning of¬ 
ficers and the council. 

“A convenience store unit, shops 
and a hotel are planned at the moment. 
What will be on the site is retail and 
whether it will be a hotel or residential, 
we need to discuss with the council. It 
will be for town centre uses that compli¬ 
ment the town centre.” 

Cllr Jukes, the council’s portfolio 
holder for property and major develop¬ 
ments, has recently come up with his

own concept for the site, which would 
include a museum, art gallery and 
theartre, with a sculpture garden and 
water feature. His ideas were broadly 
welcomed by residents. 

In response to the suggested civic 
uses, Mr Bellhouse said: “It is a com¬ 
mercial site. It is one of the main qual¬ 
ity retail sites in the town and should be 
used for this purpose. 

“The Town Hall sits opposite and all 
those things take place there. What 
the town needs is more modern retail, 
whch is complimentary to the site so 


that Mount Pleasant holds its position 
and improves.” 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for Whit¬ 
bread, the parent company of Premier 
Inn, said: “We have been looking at the 
site for some time and we were in dis¬ 
cussions with the previous owners who 
went bust. It now has a new owner and 
we are in discussions with them. We 
would certainly like to acquire it. The 
site is absolutely ideal for us.” 

Premier Inn advertises heavily on TV, 
with comic Lenny Henry promoting its 
rooms from £29 a night. 

The Carlyle Group is a global asset 
management firm that specialises in 


private equity. It is based in Washington 
DC and chairman of its European arm is 
former Prime Minister John Major. 

Cllr Jukes said: “The site has been sold 
three times and nothing has happened, 
so we are continuing with the process of 
a CPO so we can move if we have to.” 

His ambitious plans for the site 
sparked much debate, with many wel¬ 
coming the idea of an iconic building on 
the town centre spot and a move away 
from more retail. 

Mr Bellhouse said the new owners 
wanted to move forward “as fast as we 
can” and offered assurances, saying: 
“We have money, that is demonstrable, 


that is not going to be the issue. We are 
looking to get ahead.” 

He added: “We had not realised [how 
important the cinema site is to the 
town]. We only became involved a few 
months ago and we do realise now. 

“Our architects will come up with 
something that is physically very sym¬ 
pathetic to the town. We are looking to 
improve the town centre, buying and 
developing the site to produce some¬ 
thing of quality. I have done a lot of this 
over the years and you have to under¬ 
stand the community. ”

CONCERNS have been raised 
about the affect on schoolchil¬ 
dren of proposals to cut rail 
services through a rural sta¬ 
tion in west Kent. 

Described as a “delapidated, 
but well-used” station, Bat & 
Ball is between Sevenoaks to 
the south and Otford to the the 
north with trains running up 
to London. 

As part of its Rail Action 
Plan, Kent County Council has 
proposed to reduce the number 
of services via the station to 
just one an hour. 

Campaigners say the move 
would be a blow to commut¬ 
ers and children travelling to 
schools in Sevenoaks, Ton- 
bridge and Tunbridge Wells. 

The Sevenoaks Rail Travel¬ 
lers’ Association (SRTA) and 
local councils are against the 
plans and have written to the 
Secretary of State for Trans¬ 
port, Philip Hammond, to op¬ 
pose them. 

Roger Johnson, chair of the 
SRTA, said: “The problem is 
that large numbers of people 


in the Darenth Valley, in places 
such as Shoreham, Kemsing 
and Otford, use it to travel to 
Sevenoaks to connect to trains 
on the mainline, such as com¬ 
muters travelling to London. 

“There are also signifcant 
numbers of schoolchildren 
who come into Sevenoaks to 
go to schools in Tonbridge, 
Tunbridge Wells and Paddock 
Wood. It is really quite disas¬ 
trous for those people. Some 
of the schoolchildren travel for 
well over an hour as it is.” 

The SRTA believes people 
using the line will be “severely 
harmed” by KCC’s proposal. 


Alan Bullion, who lives in 
Tunbridge Wells and was the 
Liberal Democrat parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Sevenoaks 
in the last General Election, 
said: “I am completely opposed 
to any proposals to drastically 
cut rail services to Bat & Ball 
station and beyond. 

“This is a vital lifeline for 
schoolchildren who travel dai¬ 
ly to Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and 
Tunbridge Wells, as well as for 
car-less patients at Sevenoaks 
Hospital, and workers at Sains- 
bury’s and other stores, offices 
and warehouses between Bat & 
Ball and Otford. 


“These proposals would not 
only have a devastating impact 
on an already dilapidated but 
well-used station, and consid¬ 
erably lengthen journey times 
and the school day both for 
parents and pupils, but also 
effectively destroy the main 
public transport link between 
Sevenoaks and Swanley, the 
two biggest population centres 
in Sevenoaks District Council 
and the parliamentary con¬ 
stituency.” 

County Hall bosses want to 
divert trains from Sevenoaks, 
which they say will improve 
services from Maidstone East 
into the City. 

A KCC spokesman said: “Sev¬ 
enoaks is one of the best served 
towns by rail in Kent, with 
services to a range of West End 
and City terminals. 

“By contrast the Maidstone 
East line suffers more than any 
other in the county from its 
limited London destinations, 
extensive journey times, and 
almost complete lack of a City 
service. 

“While we understand con¬ 
cerns about changes, we have 
to take a county-wide view of 


the needs of all Kent’s rail pas¬ 
sengers. Our proposal, if agreed 
by the Department for Trans¬ 
port, would see Sevenoaks and 
Bat & Ball served by an hourly 
service to Blackfriars and cre¬ 
ate an hourly, all-day service 
from the Maidstone East line to 
this City station. 

“Sevenoaks would continue 
to enjoy a number of services to 
other destinations. We are also 
proposing that the present half- 
hourly service via Bat & Ball be 
restored when Maidstone East 
is served by the new Thames- 
li n lc service to Blackfriars.” 

He added: “Of course, the ex¬ 
act format of the new franchise 
specification will depend on the 
Secretary of State for Transport 
and officials in that depart¬ 
ment, and any public author¬ 
ity or individual will have the 
opportunity to express their 
views as part of the DfT’s con¬ 
sultation process, which will 
inform this new franchise and 
its service specification.” 

KCC’s 15-point plan could in¬ 
fluence the next rail franchise, 
which starts in 2014. The 
county’s trains are currently 
operated by Southeastern.

Town leaders optimistic after 
meeting with Morrisons bosses

PROPOSALS to bring the der¬ 
elict Morrisons building back 
into use are set to be revealed 
by the end of next month. 

The supermarket giant left 
people in Tunbridge Wells 
fuming after it emerged that it 
was refusing to hand over the 
lease on the store to upmarket 
rivals Waitrose. 

Morrisons bosses came to 
town on Tuesday to meet with 
MP Greg Clark and Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council leader 
Bob Atwood, as the latest epi¬ 
sode in the long-running saga 
came to a head this week. 

A timeframe has now been 
revealed with the supermar¬ 
ket chain promising to have 
a solid plan for the site, which 
it abandoned in 2006, by late 
September. 

Mr Clark, who also met with 
Bradford-based Morissons’ 
chief executive Dalton Philips 
last Thursday, said: “The meet¬ 
ing gave me hope that the years 
of blight at the site will come to 
an end. 

“Cllr Atwood and I were very

clear that the people of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells have run out of 
patience with this grot spot. 

“Morrisons recognised this 
and will now engage in in¬ 
tensive work during the next 
few weeks to make a full pro¬ 
posal to bring the site back into 
use quickly and to improve the 
car park. 

“I look forward to this being 
published, and, in the mean¬ 
time, Bob Atwood and I will 
keep the pressure on Morrisons 
to, at last, redeem their reputa¬ 
tion in Tunbridge Wells.” 

Cllr Atwood said the meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday had been 
constructive: “I am happy to 
accept Morrisons’ assurances 
that they will hold discussions 
on the possible future use of 
the site. Personally I will be 
delighted if our meeting sees 
the beginning of the end of the 
saga of the empty store.” 

Morrisons said last week that 
it was considering all options 
for the site, including reopen¬ 
ing another of their own stores 
and Waitrose’s offer. 

Terry Hartwell, the compa¬ 
ny’s property director, said: 
“We all have been listening to 



the strong views of the people 
of Tunbridge Wells about this 
store. We had a constructive 
meeting and we pledged to 
work together to determine a 
future for this store. 

“It has taken longer than 
we would have liked but we 
are committed to finding a 


swift resolution that is also 
in the best interests of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells. We expect to pro¬ 
vide a further update by late 
September.”

Stress and uncertainty as future 
remains unclear for Royal Day Spa 


MYSTERY surrounds the future of the Royal Day 
Spa in Tunbridge Wells. 

The Vale Road health club and spa went 
bankrupt in July, although business debt spe¬ 
cialists were hopeful of finding a buyer. 

This week, the company Stephen Cooper Mat¬ 
thews said it had passed the case onto Focus 
Insolvency Group - a step towards the business 
going into liquidation. 

But, on Wednesday, a Focus worker said: 
"They are not going forward with the proposed 
liquidation." 

The spa was run by Shelly Murphy. 

Meanwhile, people who have booked treat¬ 
ments at the Vale Road club keep turning up for 
their appointments only to be disappointed. 

Warren King, a photographer who lives in 


London, travelled down with his partner. 

He said: "I booked it as a treat because we had 
a baby a year ago. When I booked it this was the 
nearest available appointment. 

"My girlfriend took the day off and we got 
child care and the train down, which cost £30. 

"It was a voucher for £40 so it is not really the 
money, but we've just come all this way and it's 
closed." 

He said he was told by the company next 
door that a hen party had recently turned up to 
find the spa closed after booking £900 worth of 
treatments. 

The closure has left some 40 staff without 
jobs and internet sites, including goodspaguide. 
co.uk, have countless posts from angry custom¬ 
ers looking for refunds on their bookings.

MP in row over planning reforms

TUNBRIDGE Wells MP Greg Clark has become 
embroiled in a row with environmental groups 
over the planning reforms he is leading in his 
ministerial role. 

Mr Clark, the planning minister, criticised 
the National Trust and the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE) over their response to the 
Government’s proposals, which aim to simplify 
the rules surrounding new developments. 

Both groups believe the major overhaul to the 
current system, which would see planning poli¬ 
cy slashed from 1,300 pages to just 52, will lead 
to excessive development that will threaten the 
countryside and green spaces. 

An angry Mr Clark said the National Trust was 
“misleading” people and the CPRE had “objected 
to every change in planning policy for as long as 
I can remember”. 

Protect Kent, the county’s branch of the CPRE, 
said his comments were “unprofessional” and 
the National Trust maintained its position that 
the reforms “put short-term financial gain ahead 
of everything else”. 

Mr Clark said: “I’ve been publically pointing 
out that only a few groups have actually got the 
wrong end of the stick. The reforms have been 
broadly welcomed. 

“The National Trust, for example, have had 
an initial reaction in which they were concerned 
about the greenbelt. 

“They say the greenbelt might be at risk when 
we’ve actually strengthened it and made it much 
clearer than it has been before. 

“It is clear as a bell that it is protected. I hope 
people will take an opportunity to look at the 
document.” 

Kent Green Party has also responded to the 
changes. 

Spokesman Steve Dawe said: “If passed, these 
proposals will make it even harder to resist large- 
scale, unwanted planning proposals or to insist 
on quality building. 

“Essentially, instead of having a planning 
system of laws and regulations fit for a modern, 
complex society, the Government would prefer 
we have planning guidelines with loopholes to

allow any form of development no matter how 
damaging.” 

He said proposals which should be of concern 
relating to Kent include encouraging further re¬ 
gional airport expansion; supporting drilling for 
energy minerals, despite the impact of hydrau¬ 
lic ‘fracking’, which includes water pollution; a 
compulsory review of greenbelt; failure to adopt 
policies that would re-use derelict ‘brownfield’ 
sites instead of ‘greenfield’; and no constraints 
on new supermarket proposals. 

Mr Clark said: “I don’t think they’ve read the 
document. None of the lists of their concerns 
are actually proposed by the national planning 
policy framework. 

“I warmly welcome their response to the con¬ 
sultation, but they should read it first and then 
list specific concerns. I think they are comment-

ing on what they think is there.” 

In Tunbridge Wells, Mr Clark is known for his 
battle against ‘garden-grabbing’ by property de¬ 
velopers and he seems puzzled that people think 
he does not want to preserve green space. 

“Everyone locally knows I’ve long been a cam¬ 
paigner for green space within towns, villages 
and cities. One of the first things I did as minis¬ 
ter was to remove the specification of gardens as 
brownfield land. 

“These reforms are very much in the vein that 
I’ve been campaigning for all the time I’ve been 
in Parliament - to allow communities to have 
the kind of development they want rather than 
have it imposed from above.” 

A spokesman for Protect Kent said the or¬ 
ganisation understood the need for growth and 
development. But he said the reforms were too 
focused on “growth at any cost”. 

He said: “We feel that Mr Clark’s outburst was 
rather unprofessional and completely detached 
from reality. We do not simply object to every¬ 
thing. What we try to do is make sure all devel¬ 
opment is sustainable.” 

Asked if he thought he could mend the rift with 
the organisations, whose membership includes a 
lot of Conservative voters, Mr Clark said: “I think 
they got off on the wrong footing.

DESIGNERS are set to begin 
work on a new building for 
Knole Academy. 

The academy in Sevenoaks 
has just had its feasibility study 
approved by the Government 
with work set to complete by 
early 2014. 

Knole’s £18 million new 
build project was thrown into 
doubt after the Coalition’s 
spending review, but funding 
was secured last year. 

Principal Mary Boyle said: 
“The governors and staff are 
delighted to be in a position to 
move forward on the building 
for Knole Academy following 
feasibility studies which began 
in March. 

“As principal, I am very 
excited about the opportuni¬ 
ties this will afford the students 
of Sevenoaks. We are pleased 
to be working with Kent 
County Council on this most 
important development for the 


academy and the future of edu¬ 
cation in Sevenoaks.” 

The academy, which has 
1,550 students, was created in 
September 2010 after a merg¬ 
er between Wildernesse and 
Bradbourne schools. 

Bradbourne will be redevel¬ 
oped and extended to create 
the new building. 

Funding will be used for a 
mixture of new buildings, re¬ 
furbishment and new ICT facil¬ 
ities and equipment. Develop¬ 
ers Willmott Dixon will carry 
out the construction. 

The former Wildernesse 
site will be used by the acad¬ 
emy until work is completed by 
late 2013/early 2014. KCC 
said it has not yet decided 
how the site will be used once it 
is vacated. 

A public consultation will 
be held on the designs before a 
planning application is submit¬ 
ted in late autumn. 

Mike Whiting, KCC’s deputy 
cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion, said: “This is a landmark 


occasion for the academy, its 
students and communities. 
It marks the beginning of a 
journey that will see a fan¬ 
tastic academy for pupils in 
Sevenoaks and surrounding 
villages.” 

The funding will come from 
the Government’s Partnership 
for Schools, which is the deliv¬ 
ery agency for capital invest¬ 
ment in all schools. 

Knole Academy is one of 
Kent’s ‘batch 2’ academies, 
which is the second group go¬ 
ing through the redevelopment 
programme. 

This will rebuild and refur¬ 
bish several of the county’s 
schools to improve their build¬ 
ing facilities and raise stand¬ 
ards, KCC said. 

The batch 2 academies are: 
Knole Academy; Skinners’ 
Kent Academy; Dover Christ 
Church Academy; Wilming¬ 
ton Academy; John Wallis 
Academy; and St Augustine 
Academy (currently Astor of 
Hever school).

Former Castaway 
travels to Iraq to 
help Marsh Arabs

HE was once castaway on a remote Scottish is¬ 
land with Ben Fogle in a pioneering BBC reality 
TV show - but now Mike Laird is attempting to 
reverse an environmental catastrophe in Iraq. 

Inspired by the intrepid adventures of Sir Wil¬ 
fred Thesiger, the Tunbridge Wells businessman 
travelled to the marshlands of southern Iraq and 
was touched by the plight of the Madan people 
who live there. 

Mr Laird, who by day works as a risk manager 
for a life insurance company, devotes his spare 
time to charitable projects in some of the world’s 
poorest and most remote places, the latest of 
which involves the Marsh Arabs. 

Their centuries-old way of life was virtu¬ 
ally destroyed under Saddam Hussein’s regime, 
when in retaliation for the 1991 Shia uprising, 
he ordered the wetlands drained and turned to 
desert. 

During the crackdown by Iraqi government 
forces, villages were bombed as those who took 
part in the failed uprising had sought shelter in 
the remote marshes. 

Work has begun to restore the wetland region, 
where the Tigris and Euphrates rivers split into 
ribbons and lakes before flowing into the Persian 
Gulf, and which has sustained human commu¬ 
nities for five millennia. 

Mr Laird, 42, who featured in the BBC’s Casta¬ 
way programme in 2000, is CEO of the charity 
MarocAroundTheClock and went out to marsh¬ 
lands in January with his friend and ‘fixer’ an 
Iraqi-born British doctor called Sam Balal. 

“The Marsh Arabs suffered badly at the hands 
of Saddam Hussein,” he said. “They are descend¬ 
ants of Babylon and Mesopotamia, it is a unique 
culture. But the ecology has been scuppered. 

“When the rivers were dammed, the land 



dried out and salinated so nothing can grow. It 
is apocalyptic - farms have turned to desert. It is 
desperately sad.” 

Mr Laird said he has wanted to visit the south¬ 
ern wetlands since meeting with Sir Wildred, a 
famous adventurer and writer who travelled 
extensively around Africa and lived with the 
Marsh Arabs between 1950 and 1958, before 
his death in 2003. 

A report by the United Nations Environmental 
Programme found that about 90 per cent of the 
20,000 square kilometres of marshlands were 
lost because of drainage and upstream damming 
in “one of the world’s greatest environmental 
disasters”. 

The task to restore the marshland and reverse 
what the UN has described as a “catastrophic” 
impact on wildlife and biodiversity is huge. 

Mr Laird has had to choose three projects to 
focus the resources of his small charity. 

Until 1991, the Madan lived traditionally, 
growing rice and dates, raising water buffalo, 
fishing and building boats and houses from 
reeds. 

The charity’s projects will be centred on the 
town of Chabayish and Basra children’s hospi-

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tal. Work will begin in October next year and the 
fundraising target is around £2 5,000. 

“About 10 years ago it was quite a small 
place,” he said. “Then people who had been de¬ 
populated from other places identified it as a nice 
place, not pretty just sympathetic and safe. 

“Taunted with death or prison, ethnic groups, 
particularly the Kurds, were targeted. They felt 
able to settle in Chabayish and the population 
exploded. But the infrastructure did not grow at 
the pace necessary to support all these people. 
Toilets, water, medical facilities and surfaced 
roads are needed.” 

As the displaced Madan return to the area 
when the marshes are re-flooded, there is also 
a drive to preserve their culture, bringing back 
traditional buildings, farming techniques, po¬ 
etry, music and dance. 

One of the charity’s projects is to build a tra¬ 
ditional mudhif - a building made from a reed 
called qassab. 

“Mudhifs have great cultural significance,” 
Mr Laird said. “They disappeared because a lot 
of the men went off to fight and did not come 
back. This loss of skill set means there is a limited 
group who know how to build them. ” 

He hoped to bring these skills to a new genera¬ 
tion of Marsh Arabs through building a mudhif 
in Chabayish. The building will be used as a com¬ 
munity centre as they were traditionally where 
the village elder or sheikh would hold meetings 
and social gatherings. 

The second project will be to build much- 
needed toilets and hand-washing blocks for two 
schools. Mr Laird hopes people from the UK will 
take part in these ventures through working 
holidays. 

Finally, the most heart-wrenching of the 
charity’s work will be at the children’s hospital 
in Basra, which saw some of the heaviest fight¬ 
ing in the last Iraq war. 

“It is just desperate,” Mr Laird said. “It is hor¬ 


rible, there are children with terminal cancers, 
great big open sores and they live in unpleasant, 
cramped wards with no pain relief. 

“We do not really yet understand what we are 
going to be able to do there. We will either work 
with a pharmaceutical firm to provide pain relief 
and cancer drugs, or so-called ‘soft deliverables’ 
like clean blankets and toys.” 

Mr Laird launched the charity in 2007 with 
two friends, David Burton and Gary Tong. 

“We started out working in Morocco and peo¬ 
ple kept coming to us with projects, saying can 
you help us,” he said. “So we took on a project 
in Senegal and this one in Iraq. I have built up 
friends and contacts in Iraq because it is an in¬ 
credibly difficult country to get into. 

“I’ve been to 78 countries, a lot of challenging 
countries, which would be considered the ‘bad¬ 
lands’ under a jaunted Western view. 

“I’ve been to Pakistan and Afghanistan and 
I find Arab or Muslim communities totally en¬ 
dearing. I love being with the people, their cul¬ 
ture and food. I find it all very engaging and in¬ 
teresting.” 

As part of the fundraising efforts, Mr Laird is 
planning to swim the Channel next July and last 
weekend he was heading off to the Isle of Wight 
for a practice open water swim. 

He offered some advice for travelling to Iraq, 
saying: “Bullet proof vests and helmets put a bar¬ 
rier between you and the community. I try and 
fit in as much as possible, adopting their ways, I 
grow a beard. 

“My safety is something the Iraqis worry 
about because of the opportunism of capture 
and ransom. 

“They protect me as best they can and I do 
sensible things like not speak English loudly in 
the streets, but it does not mean that you can’t 
sit at a roadside cafe in Basra having coffee.”

The music industry chief 
versus the celebrity chef

CELEBRITY chef Richard Phillips faces 
a challenge to the licence for his award¬ 
winning restaurant in Tenterden in a 
row over excessive noise and music - 
from one of the most influential figures 
in the British music industry. 

Grammy-winning John Craig, who 
received the OBE for his services to mu¬ 
sic and charity in 2009, wants Ashford 
Borough Council to review the licence 
for the Richard Phillips at Chapel Down 
eatery on the grounds of “prevention of 
public nuisance and the prevention of 
crime and disorder”. 

Mr Craig is chief responsible officer 
and governor of the Brit School - which 
has spawned such big names as Adele, 
Amy Winehouse, Leona Lewis and Ka¬ 
tie Melua - as well as being the longest 
serving member on the British Phono¬ 
graphic Industry’s (BPI) council and a 
member of the Prime Minister’s steering 
committee on knife crime. 

But he says a marquee in the grounds 
of the restaurant is causing him - and 
his neighbours - a headache. 


He has even engaged the services 
of an “acoustic consultant” to prove 
sound levels are too high. 

The restaurant is set in an area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty and with¬ 
in the Chapel Down Winery estate. 
In 2010 it was named a winner of the 
OpenTable.com Diners’ Choice awards, 
and is regularly short-listed as one of 
the top restaurants in the county. 

Richard Phillips, who appears on 
TV shows such as Ready Steady 
Cook and Saturday Kitchen and owns 
Thackeray’s in Tunbridge Wells, will 
now have to put up a defence when 
the council’s licensing sub-commit- 
tee meet on September 5 to discuss 
whether the licence should be changed 
- or even revoked. 

The premises licence covers the sale 
and supply of alcohol, the provision of 
regulated entertainment, and the provi¬ 
sion of late night refreshments. 

All pubs and restaurants require a li¬ 
cence if they want to continue to offer 
the facilities. 

The meeting next month will see 
discussion over a review based 
“upon the need to resolve ongoing 


problems associated with excessive 
noise emitted from events held outside 
the restaurant in a marquee”. 

A ban has already been placed on 
music being played in the marquee af¬ 
ter complaints. 

The agenda for the meeting says: 
“The problems arose in the summer 
of 2010 and the noise has affected Mr 
Craig during the daytime and evening. 
The noise takes the form of amplified 
music and speech from events in the 
marquee, and from people attending 
and leaving the events.” 

A further ten local residents have 
supported the call. 

But the restaurant will also have 
power in it supporters - with letters in 
support of the restaurant coming from 
the CEO of Chapel Down, the vineyard 
on which the restaurant is based; the 
CEO of tourist agency Visit Kent and the 
CEO of Locate in Kent. They all point to 
the restaurant being an important at¬ 
traction and employer. 

Richard Phillips said this week: “I am 
disappointed by the decision to deny 
permission for amplified music to be 
played at the marquee on the site.

HISTORY 

Castle unveils its 
Japanese past

DISPLAYS of ancient Samurai 
sword arts and a demonstration of 
the traditional garden tea ceremo¬ 
ny are among the events at a cel¬ 
ebration of Japanese culture. 

Japanese Day will take place at 
Chiddingstone Castle, which dates 
back to the early 1500s and houses 
a little known about, but impres¬ 
sive, collection of armour, swords 
and lacquerware from the Land of 
the Rising Sun. 

The event on Bank Holiday Mon¬ 
day will also be a chance to view 
the pieces. 

It is thanks to Denys Eyre Bower, 
who lived in the property between 
1956 and 1977 and had a special 
interest in the country. 

Chiddingstone curator Maria Es- 
ain told how Mr Bower, a former 
bank clerk turned antique dealer 
who was born in 1905, had a life¬ 
long passion for Japan, but only vis¬ 
ited once in the year he died. 

“His father was a collector of 
Chinese ceramics, which is where 
he got his interest. He bought the 
items at auction. 

“At the end of the 19th century, 
Japan opened up to the rest of the 
world after it was closed for two 
centuries. Europeans at this time 
were fascinated by how exotic and 
different it was from what they had. 
All these decorations, objects and 
figures and the suits of armour. ” 

Mr Bower went on to develop a 
much-admired collection and his 
selection of Japanese lacquer is ar¬ 
guably one of the finest private col¬ 
lections in Western Europe. 

But as Ms Esain explained, he 
started with no knowledge of his 
subject: “He was a bank employee 
and knew nothing about art or 
collecting. He did a lot of research, 
wrote to experts, got information 
about which were the best pieces. 

“He made an extensive library of 
Japanese literature and art books.” 

Dating from the 6th century, the 
rare Haniwa, meaning ‘circle of 
clay', figures, which were placed 
outside the tombs of warriors are 
the oldest pieces in the collection.

Another important piece, the 
Beckford Casket, had belonged to 
the poet William Beckford, who was 
also a collector of Japanese laquer. 

“It is a beautful piece of laquer, 
featuring lots of hidden drawers, it 
is very intricate. It is considered to 
be one of the best pieces ever made 
for export,” Ms Esain explained. 

The armour mainly dates from 
the Edo period (1603-1868) and Ms 
Esain said it was very diverse. Many 
of the masks would have been made 
to represent the wearer warrior in 
some way. Secret pockets and com¬ 
partments for medicine bottles and 
tobacco can also be seen. 

Mr Bower loved Japanese swords 
and there are also some unusual 
metal-work animals, which were 
created by sword smiths and ar¬ 
mourers during the Edo period, a 
time of relative peace after centu¬ 
ries of civic war and unrest. 

Some of the blades date back as 
far as the 13th century. Visitors to 
Japanese Day will be able to watch 
demonstrations of the ancient 
sword arts of iai and tameshigiri. 
The author Chris Bradford will also 
be reading extracts from his Young 
Samurai fiction series. 

There will be the chance to learn 
about bonsai trees, watch demon¬ 
strations of ikebana (flower arrang¬ 
ing) and the opportunity to watch a 
model being dressed in a kimono.

SOME 1,500 paddlers will take to the 
water for a colourful and energetic 
weekend of Chinese Dragon Boat Rac¬ 
ing at Bewl Water. 

The exotic regatta and festival at the

Cadets band marches 
off with national title

THE Royal Tunbridge Wells Sea Cadet Corps 
band has drummed up a top national award 
after beating off challengers from up and down 
the country.

“Winning this competition was a huge 
achievement for our unit as the band had 
very little time to train due to our involvement 
with our recent trip to the Menin Gate and 
our performance at the Royal British Legion 
parade.”

Hit by a pensions 
double whammy 


Q I shall be 65 in September 
2014, and I am trying to do 
some financial planning. I have 
worked since I was 16 years old so I 
have already paid about 46 years of 
national insurance contributions. I 
believe this is more than enough to 
qualify for the state pension, so can I 
stop paying? I also pay into the state 
second pension scheme. Should I carry 
on doing this? Finally, I understand 
the state pension is going to rise to 
£155 a week in 2015. Is this just the 
basic pension, or will this include my 
state second pension? 

A I am afraid you have been hit 
with a double-whammy! Yes, 
you have already paid enough 
in national insurance to qualify for 
the full state pension. All your 
contributions from now on are just 
money down the drain, but you are 
not allowed to stop pouring your 
money away. If you are under 65, 
working and earning more than the 
fairly low national insurance starting 
point, then by law you must pay 
national insurance contributions. The 
closest you can come to sidestepping 
this would be to go self-employed, if 
that is possible. But this would only 
reduce the amount you pay, rather 
than wipe it out completely. Now for 
the second disappointment. Plans are 
still being finalised, but it does seem 
the government is going to increase 
the basic state pension from April 
2015. The figure being talked about is 
£140 a week at current prices, but 
inflation is likely to drive this up to 
about £15 5 by the time we get to 
2015. However, this is reserved for 
people who actually reach retirement 
age after the new rules are introduced. 
You were born several months too 
soon. You will already be 65 in 2015, 
so you will get none of the benefits of 
the new scheme. If your pension, 
including the extra you paid for the 
state second pension, comes to, say, 
£135 a week, then that is it, unless 
you qualify for any means-tested 
benefits. Others will get an extra £20 
a week. You won’t. And just to mb it 
in, the length of time people need to 
pay national insurance contributions 
to earn a pension has been cut to 30 
years - so folk who have paid far less 
than you will receive far more than 
you. Should you carry on paying the 
extra contributions? Yes, as there is 
not much point in stopping now, and 
they will give you a better return than 
any private pension plan. 



Barring unforeseen emergencies, I 
shall not need to withdraw any of the 
money. 

A Index-linked certificates get my 
vote. They should emerge 
streets ahead of the fixed-rate 
five-year certificates. If you hold them 
to maturity, the fixed rate certificates 
offer 2.25pc annual interest. Index- 
linked certificates pay the rate of 
inflation plus 0.5pc on top. Nobody 
can predict inflation as far ahead as 
five years, but as things stand, you 
will get 5.5pc - since inflation is 
currently 5pc. It could fall, and 
interest rates could rise, but both shifts 
would have to be fairly dramatic for 
me to change my verdict. The blunt 
fact is that there is no other savings 
product on the market that offers 
inflation proofing, plus a modest real 
return, plus tax-free status, plus a 
government guarantee of safety. And I 
cannot see any rivals emerging in the 
near future. 


Q: 


I retired last year. Now my 
I former employer has asked me 
l to do some book-keeping on a 
casual basis. Would this affect either 
my state pension or my occupation 
pension? 

A No. At one time, your state 

pension could be stopped if you 
resumed work, but this rule 
was scrapped years ago. Now, you can 
earn any amount without hurting 
either of your pensions. Watch out for 
income tax, though. Depending on the 
size of your total income, earnings 
could even move you into a higher tax 
bracket.

Tax campaign puts 
focus on plumbers 



SPOTLIGHT: HMRC is cracking down on tax-dodging plumbers

TAX experts are warning that the ar¬ 
rest of five plumbers should be seen 
as a warning that HM Revenue & 
Customs is serious about cracking 
down on people who moonlight or 
fail to declare their earnings. 

Earlier this year, the taxman said it 
would be focusing on plumbers in its 
latest disclosure campaign. Previous 
campaigns had been targeted at doc¬ 
tors, dentists and restaurant owners. 

Under the terms of these disclosure 
schemes, people who come forward 
and declare unpaid tax can pay a 
reduced fine - but those who fail to 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
pay their dues face being targeted by 
HMRC. 

In the latest case, HMRC wrote 
to 50,000 people in the plumbing 
industry, warning them to pay any 
tax they owed or face big fines. Those 
who came forward before the May 
deadline were fined no more than 
20pc of the money they owed. 

But the taxman is now looking 
to catch those who did not cough 
up when they had the chance, and 
HMRC has mounted a series of 
raids against plumbers it suspects of 
owing tax. 

Five people have been arrested - in 
London, Hampshire, Surrey, Mid¬ 
dlesex and the West Midlands - and 
further raids are expected in Kent, 
Cambridgeshire, Yorkshire, Tyne 
and Wear, the Midlands and Wales. 
It is thought that some investiga¬ 
tions involve unpaid tax bills of up to 
£150,000. 

Gary Ashford, of the Chartered 
Institute of Taxation, said: “Peo¬ 
ple should not underestimate the 


amount of data that HMRC is hold¬ 
ing. What we are now seeing is 
HMRC starting to use that informa¬ 
tion. The net is tightening on those 
who break the law.” 

Graham Sillett, a tax partner at 
chartered accountants Lovewell 
Blake, said: “In the last couple of 
years, HMRC has adopted a system 
of offering limited tax amnesties to 
certain groups - doctors and den¬ 
tists, plumbers, those with offshore 
bank accounts - as a way of collect¬ 
ing more tax. 

“HMRC is now indicating it will 
prosecute those who have had an 


opportunity to disclose but have not 
come forward. It would normally 
build up a picture of an individual 
through information from inform¬ 
ants, advertisements and other 
sources, and then instigate a tax in¬ 
quiry before starting a prosecution. 

“In extreme cases, it resorts to a 
raid on premises to obtain further 
i n formation. 

“Anyone who has not already 
made a disclosure should seek advice 
from a qualified tax specialist because 
even now - outside the amnesty peri¬ 
od - the penalties will be less by mak¬ 
ing a voluntary disclosure.” 


Select few dominate mortgage lending 


SIX Lenders dominated the 2010 
mortgage scene in terms of gross 
Lending, with more than 80pc of aLL 
home-Loan advances concentrated 
in the hands of these few providers. 

According to a League tabLe 
pubLished by industry group the 
CounciL of Mortgage Lenders 
(CML), LLoyds Banking Group 
- which incLudes the HaLifax and 
CheLtenham & GLoucester brands 
as weLL as LLoyds TSB - was 
responsibLe for an estimated 
£30bn in new Lending Last year, or 
22pc of total mortgage advances. 

Santander Lent an estimated 
£24.2bn during 2010, while Barclays, 
Royal Bank of Scotland, Nationwide 
Building Society and HSBC also 


made significant Loan advances. 

Those six Lenders collectively 
advanced £lllbn during the year, 
down from £119bn in 2009. 

However, the CML said mid-sized 
Lenders increased both their lend¬ 
ing levels and their market share, 
and in terms of gross lending there 
were five newcomers to the top 30. 

The mid-sized Lenders, which 
ranked from numbers seven to 15 
in the table, included names such 
as ING Direct, Yorkshire Building 
Society, Co-operative Bank and 
Northern Rock. 

These nine lenders advanced an 
estimated £19.6bn last year, up 
from £10bn in 2009. It meant their 
collective share of new lending rose 


from 7pc to 14pc. The CML said 
this "pointed to the capacity and 
appetite of the mid-sized lenders 
to continue to bring diversity to a 
market that has become highly 
concentrated among a small 
number of large providers in the 
wake of the financial crisis". 

The other 15 players in the CML’s 
top 30 accounted for 2.5pc of gross 
lending, with the remaining 2pc 
advanced by lenders outside the 
top 30. 

Saffron Building Society, 
Cambridge Building Society, Market 
Harborough Building Society, UBS 
and Aldermore Mortgages were the 
five lenders who cracked the top 30 
for the first time.

Chamber calls for 
export push to lift 
county economy

KENT companies are ideally placed to play a 
leading role in boosting the UK economy, ac¬ 
cording to the county’s chamber of commerce. 

Close links with the Continent mean the ex¬ 
port of goods can bring money back into the UK 
at a time when domestic markets are slow, say 
experts who are urging the county’s business- 
leaders to grasp the opportunity 

The call to local businesses comes as a new 
measure of the UK’s exporting health, the DHL/ 
BCC Trade Confidence Index, reveals that ex¬ 
porters are showing signs of strength. 

However, analysts add that difficult global 
economic conditions are creating challenges 
that affect exporters’ investment decisions and 
their desire to take on staff. 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “Many Kent busi¬ 
nesses are already taking advantage of our fa¬ 
vourable position and existing overseas links to 
build their export potential. 

“There is little doubt that exporting will play 
an increasing role in building our economy, 


especially as the domestic market is likely to 
remain sluggish in the short term. 

“There is a huge potential market for all man¬ 
ner of products and services, on our doorstep in 
Europe and worldwide, and many businesses in 
Kent have the facility to exploit that market. I 
urge all business to at least consider how they 
might be able to do so. 

“Exporting, especially for those new to the 
process, can appear daunting, but problems 
arising can be easily overcome with advice and 
guidance. Kent Invicta Chamber has a wide net¬ 
work of contacts and facilities to help companies 
already exporting and those looking to start.” 

The index - which draws on a survey of more 
than a thousand exporters and an analysis of 
export documentation, required of all UK com¬ 
panies exporting goods outside the EU - suggests 
that orders and confidence among exporters re¬ 
main robust. 

David Frost, director-general of the British 
Chambers of Commerce, said: “There is a discon¬ 
nect between the strong performance of export¬ 
ing firms and their lack of confidence when it 
comes to investing and creating jobs. 

“An uncertain economic outlook, with con-

cerns surrounding Eurozone debt and a fragile 
UK recovery, means many businesses are hold¬ 
ing back on investment decisions - despite seeing 
strong export sales and orders in recent months. 

“Cashflow is still a real problem for exporters, 
particularly smaller firms, and the results show 
that there are regions of the UK that lag behind 
when it comes to exporting outside the EU. 

“The UK’s economic recovery relies on ex¬ 
porting and investment. Government must help 
British business to have the confidence to export 
and invest - and ensure that support schemes 
designed to help new and growing exporters are 
easy to access and easy to understand.”

Enterpise clubs to 
assist new firms

The BIG Interview

DANIEL Kennedy and his creative mar¬ 
keting company Pebble Shores have 
been part of the Folkestone commercial 
and cultural renaissance for the last 
couple of years. 

With both local and international cli¬ 
ents, the business is run from premises 
along The Old High Street in the heart 
of the town’s Creative Quarter. 

Now Kennedy is working alongside 
bodies such as the chamber of com¬ 
merce and Shepway council to bring 
more like-minded companies into the 
area as part of a ‘business mentoring’ 
project. 

“Businesses may start up on gut in¬ 
stinct,” said Kennedy. “But there is ob¬ 
viously much more to it if they are to be 
successful. 

“People may have a dream when they 
start up, but that is not enough to keep 
the company going. There are so many 
practical things to take into account 
- for example, tax. 

“Businesses who already understand 
how some of these important things 
work should be able to help new com¬ 
panies grow by giving good advice, so 
bringing more entrepeneurs into Kent 
and boosting the local economy. 

“That is what I am talking to the 
chamber and the council about. 

“Also I am helping to look at what 
makes people want to come to this area. 
What are its advantages and what can 
businesses gain from locating here? 

“There are factors such as tourism 
and the economy to look at. The aim 
in the end is simple: to bring more busi¬ 
nesses to Kent.” 

After working in marketing and a 
variety of other jobs, including as a 


chef and wine importer and at Saga, 
Kennedy established Pebble Shores two 
years ago. The firm offers marketing 
and branding for companies of all sizes; 
it has a main office in Folkestone with a 
design team in London. 

“I am passionate about Folkestone, 
which is my home town. I was born 
here but actually grew up on Rom¬ 
ney Marsh, which is obviously not far 
away,” he said. 

“So this is where I wanted to establish 
myself. The town has a lot going for it -1 
love being by the sea - and then there is 
the Creative Foundation. 

“I have enjoyed working with them - 
they are a real help to businesses. There 
are also advantages when it comes to 
things such as the rates. 

“Also there are not too many agen¬ 
cies such as mine in east Kent. They are 
mainly in London, or to the west of the 
county in Tonbridge and Maidstone.” 

Among local clients with which Peb¬ 
ble Shores has been working are travel 
company Buzzlines and the Rocksalt 
restaurant, which opened this summer 
in Folkestone and has already attracted 
rave reviews from foodies. 

“Pebble Shores offers companies its 
expertise in all manner of marketing, 
right down to business cards,” said 
Kennedy. 

“My field is more in the strategic and 
planning fields, but where necessary 
I pull in resources for such things as 
media, design and printing. 

“I like to use local people wherever 
possible. It helps them to get work, for a 
start, and I always prefer doing business 
face-to-face rather by phone or email.” 

A contract with Hilton Hotels led to 


one of the company’s more far-flung 
ventures. 

Kennedy said: “We had been doing 
quite a bit with the food and beverage 
division of the Hilton group, which ob¬ 
viously has hotels all across the world. 

“We were invited to pitch for a new 
hotel in Baku, the capital of Azerbaijan. 
We were up against a number of sig¬ 
nificant agencies but managed to get 
the contract and we are now looking at 
similar ones in Europe.” 

The downturn in the economy is 
one problem the company has had to 
weather. 

“In hard times there are two things 
which companies look to when making 
cuts in their budgets, in my view,” said 
Kennedy. 

“One is marketing and the other is 
staff, but companies still recognise the 
need to promote themselves. If they 
do not have the in-house ability and 
knowledge to do so, that is when a 
business such as mine can be parachut¬ 
ed in. 

“Some businesses will look at the out¬ 
lay necessary for marketing but will not 
look at the potential returns exposure 
can bring. The long-term benefits are 
something we are able to offer. ” 

The growth in social media and its 
importance to business is another Peb¬ 
ble Shores area of expertise. 

“It has an incredible part to play and 
it’s great because it is so accessible. It is 
an area that is expanding all the time,” 
said Kennedy. 

“But at the same time there is still 
room in the company marketing budget 
for a brochure - something tangible 
that you can hold in your hands.”

Why there’s more to 
life than university

THE Association of Accounting 
Technicians is urging young 
people to consider alternative 
routes into their chosen careers 
and look beyond university. 

Last week students across 
Kent and the rest of the UK 
faced a mad scramble to find 
a university place due to in¬ 
creased competition ahead of 
next year’s tuition fee increas¬ 
es. 

And recent research com¬ 
missioned by the AAT esti¬ 
mates that 5 5 per cent of this 
year’s graduates are expected 
to be either unemployed or un¬ 
deremployed in jobs for which 
a degree is not necessary. 

Kent County Council appren¬ 
tice Lisa Els worth, from Ram¬ 
sgate, is currently studying for 
an accounting qualification 
through the organisation. 

She said: “At the time it 
was a little daunting as all my 
friends were applying to uni¬ 
versity and I was seeking an al¬ 
ternative route into my chosen 
career. 

“However, I now know it was 
definitely the right choice. I’ve 
almost finished my AAT quali¬ 
fication as I’m on the final level 
and I’ve been with my current 
employer for two years.” 

In the areas of the UK hard¬ 
est hit by unemployment, more 
than a quarter of all recent 
graduates were still struggling 
to find work six months after 
graduating. 

According to the Office for 
National Statistics, this applies 
to 19 per cent of graduates in 
the South East. 

AAT chief executive Jane 
Scott Paul said: “No longer 
should we push young people 
into university thinking it’s the 
right choice when there is little 
or no discussion about the oth¬ 
er viable and alternative routes 
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out there. 

“In recent years, the reality 
of graduating with large debts 
into a saturated job market 
means a degree can no longer 
be considered a passport to suc¬ 
cess. 

“With the average student 
debt estimated at £27,000 for 
a three-year degree course and 
set to rise to £45,000 in 2012, 
we have to ask young people if 
this is a good return on invest¬ 
ment if there is no guaranteed 
job prospect at the end of it. 

“The reality is a large major¬ 
ity of graduates are coming out 
of university and are ending up 
in menial and low-skilled jobs 
for which a degree is not neces¬ 
sary.” 

The AAT was established in 
1980 to provide a recognised 
qualification and membership 
body for accounting techni¬ 
cians. 

With 120,000 members, 
the charity awards more than 
30,000 qualifications a year 
and is sponsored and support¬ 
ed by four of the UK’s chartered 
accountancy bodies. 

Mrs Scott Paul said: “We 
have to change mindsets and 
actively encourage young 
people to look into high-end 
vocational qualifi¬ 
cations, gaining

“In the case 
accountancy, those 
who study and qualify 
AAT can become chartered ac¬ 
countants more quickly than 
those with a degree.”

Making a stink 

Ed Hill meets the man responsible for 
adapting David Walliams’s latest tale 


D AVID Walliams is best known for 
his success as a comedian, but 
he has also written three well- 
received children’s stories. 

His second book, Mr Stink, 
has now been adapted for the 
stage and will be playing at the Assembly Hall 
Theatre in Tunbridge Wells. 

The man asked to bring the story to life is 
Matthew White. 

He said: “I was familiar with Mr Stink 
because I had read it with my two daughters. 

As soon as I was asked, I knew I would love to 
work on it. The story has characters that are 
very clear and vibrant. It is a classic theme of 
someone coming into a child’s life and changing 
it for the better, rather like Mary Poppins or 
Nanny McPhee.” 

Mr Stink tells the story of 12-year-old Chloe, 
who befriends a local tramp. The youngster, 
who is bullied at school and neglected by her 
parents, invites him to live in her garden shed, 
hidden from her family until one day he comes 
into the house. 

A small cast of five play all the characters and 
White has added music and puppetry. 

He said: “It already felt structurally that 
it could work as a stage show. There was a 
very natural end to act one, when Mr Stink 
first appears in the house and the smell is 
overwhelming. 

“We could have done it as a straight play, but 
I think songs help to drive the show along and 
keep the children’s attention. It heightens some 
of the more dramatic moments.” 

The show is described as the world’s first 
scratch-and-sniff production... an idea the 
author was keen to include. 

White said: “It was David’s idea. He felt very 
strongly that a piece that was about smells 
needed to include that element in the show.” 

The audience are given a scratch-and-sniff 
booklet as they come into the auditorium. There 
are six smells, and children are asked to smell 
each one when new characters appear. 



White said: “The audience reaction at those 
moments is always great. The children get 
very excited. There is a real wave of excitement 
across the auditorium.” 

David Walliams was involved in the project 
from the start but let the adapter and director 
impose his own ideas. 

White said: “It was very easy working with 
David. He has been hands-off through the 
process. There is a danger that the original 
writer will be very protective about their 
material, but he hasn’t. 

“He was sent every version of the script that 
I came up with and he came to rehearsals 
when we were getting ready for the run and 
saw the opening show in Leicester. His notes 
have always been helpful and he understands 
and endorses what we are trying to do and has 
never tried to get in the way of that.” 

Walliams’s stories have been illustrated by 
Quentin Blake. The artist’s works are familiar to

generations of youngsters who would have first 
seen them in Roald Dahl’s stories. 

White said: “We use Quentin Blake’s 
drawings on all the posters, along with the 
scratch-and-sniff booklets. Parents and children 
are so familiar with his visual style that it helps 
give the story a welcome feel.” 

White says Mr Stink has universal themes 
that appeal to children. 

He said: “Children can identify with Chloe. 
She is not an anodyne character. She is a bit 
damaged because of the way she has been 
treated by her school and family. Then there 
is the interesting aspect of a child befriending 
someone who is on the outskirts of society.” 

The show has a serious message, but it is also 
full of humour that appeals to children. 

White said: “There is a lot of toilet humour 
and farting, which the children love.” 

White has a history of adapting stories for the 
stage. He is currently in the process of making a 


stage version of the Fred Astaire and Ginger 
Rogers classic film Top Hat. 

He said: “I find it an interesting challenge 
taking something that was intended for one 
medium and transferring it to another. ” 

The touring production of Mr Stink is going 
down well with young theatregoers. 

White said: “We have been pleased with how 
it has been received. I think the characters are 
fascinating from a young person’s perspective. 

“The audience reaction you get is different 
from place to place but always attentive. At 
the Hackney Empire it was a very lively crowd, 
whereas when I saw the play at the Rose 
Theatre in Kingston the children were a lot 
quieter but captivated.”

Internet 


W HENFacebook was launched 
back in 2004 it was origi¬ 
nally only available to the 
students of Harvard Univer¬ 
sity to keep in touch with one 
another. 

Within a few short years the social network¬ 
ing website had evolved into a worldwide phe¬ 
nomenon, and the reasons why people continue 
to sign up to it in their millions have remained 
virtually the same. 

But while the majority of people who use sites 
like Facebook and Twitter do so to look at their 
friend’s wedding photos or send out birthday in¬ 
vitations, it has become clear in recent months 
that social media has a much more powerful 
role to play in 21st century society. 

“Everyone watching these horrific actions 
will be struck by how they were organised via 
social media, ” said Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron after the recent acts of rioting and looting 
which tore several of the country’s biggest cities 
apart. 

He continued: “Free flow of information can 
be used for good. But it can also be used for ill. 

“And when people are using social media for 
violence, we need to stop them. So we are work¬ 
ing with the police, the intelligence services and 
industry to look at whether it would be right to 
stop people communicating via these websites 
and services when we know they are plotting 
violence, disorder and criminality. 

“I have also asked the police if they need any 
other new powers.” 

While the violence which rocked England has 
been condemned by most right-thinking people, 
Mr Cameron’s comments have been taken by 
some as an attack on privacy and free speech. 

They question how the authorities could 
possibly know if someone was plotting to cause 
trouble, and whose job it would be to make such 
a judgement. Critics have also pointed out that 
business, politics and free speech rely on pri¬ 
vacy, and that everyone has the right to secure 
communications. 

“Technology is neutral. It’s a conduit for 
information and not something that she 
be blamed, ” said University of 
Kent student Zack Whittaker, 
who writes regular blogs for the 
popular ZDNet website. 

“It was the people behind the 
technology who were using it 
for ill means. Gang culture needs 
to be tackled at a local level and 
can’t be solved by shutting down 
Blackberry Messenger or bring¬ 
ing top cops over from the United 
States. 

“At the moment the UK has 
a stringent set of privacy laws 
which are outdated and don’t reflect what’s go¬ 
ing on in the world, and the recent arguments 
over celebrity superinjunctions show just how 
limited freedom of speech actually is. 

“Social networking websites have had a sig¬ 
nificant impact in that they enable free speech 
to circulate around the world, and that’s often 
a good thing. We shouldn’t clamp down on the 
social media because of the actions of a minority 
of users, but the Government will still try to 
blame it anyway.” 

As if any further proof were needed of the 
power of the internet, the so-called ‘Arab 
Spring’ was it. While the protestors in Tunisia, 
Egypt and Libya may well have taken to the 
streets without the use of Facebook, Twitter 
and the like, the websites certainly made it a lot 
easier for them to rally support as well as send a 
message to other suppressed nations. 

But while these people used social media to 
try to break free from tyranny and gain a better 
life for themselves, the rioters and looters who 
tore some of England’s biggest cities apart did 
so mostly for their own thirst for violence and 
anarchy. 

Derek Wyatt, the former Labour MP for Sit- 
tingbourne and Sheppey, was in 2004 voted 
one of the top 100 internet visionaries and

FORMER MP DEREK WYATT 


is currently trying to raise about £3 million 
to fund the launch of a new internet policy 
institute. 

He said: “I don’t think the riots would have 
been as widespread without the use of social 
networking websites because with the possible 
exception of texting they are the fastest way to 
communicate. 

“Unfortunately the cause of the first protest 
and subsequent riot (i.e. the police shooting 
of Mark Duggan) has been largely forgot¬ 
ten. It probably would have ended there if the 
Police Complaints Commission had acted more 
promptly. 

“But there’s no point speculating on whether 
or not the riots would have happened without 
social networking websites, because we’ve got 
them and it’s about time we learned to live with 
them. 

“I think the police have been slow in monitor¬ 
ing them though. I wonder how many police 
there are in the UK who specialise in dealing 
with this sort of thing. I bet it’s not many.” 

In May, French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
hosted the first ever e-G8 forum in Paris, where 
he warned that countries could not remain neu¬ 
tral and allow completely unchecked internet 


use. He added that the web was “not a parallel 
universe where legal and moral rules do not 
apply”. 

At the time David Cameron refused to give his 
backing to any sort of censorship of the internet, 
but his comments which followed the recent 
riots suggest he may now have changed his 
mind. 

Mr Wyatt said: “It’s inevitable that some sort 
of international treaty is drawn up within the 
next 10 years because there’s a growing con¬ 
cern about how the internet is used. 

“It’s impossible to monitor everything but we 
should be able to say to the owners of Facebook, 
Twitter or whoever - here is the English law 
and you must abide by it or we will take you 
down. Then what appears on their websites be¬ 
comes their responsibility. It will still be difficult 
to monitor but we shouldn’t give up the ghost 
before we’ve even tried. 

“We’re in the second generation of the inter¬ 
net at the moment and by the third generation 
people will say they’re fed up with things like 
spam and pirated music and things will happen 
to tackle the problems. 

“We don’t have all the answers yet but even¬ 
tually they will come.”

Book celebrates the 
godfather of aviation

THE work of a little-known 
aviation pioneer who once flew 
a plane through Tower Bridge 
has now been celebrated in a 
new book. 

Completing his feat by ‘park¬ 
ing’ on the Thames, he is 
known as the father of naval 
flying, as described in the book 
Frank McClean: Godfather to 
British Naval Aviation. 

Francis Kennedy McClean is 
an important figure behind the 
development of the UK’s pre¬ 
war aviation industry, who 
was based at Eastchurch, on 
the Isle of Sheppey. 

The author, Phillip Jarrett, is 
keen to show how one man’s 
passion developed an industry 
and got the country’s armed 
forces off the ground. 

Francis McClean trained and 
worked as a civil engineer but 
retired while in his early 30s 
and lived off the vast wealth 
he inherited from his grandfa¬ 
ther, who had also practised as 
an engineer. With the money 
he came into, Mr McClean fol¬ 
lowed his two passions - as¬ 
tronomy and flying. 

“McClean travelled the world 
to witness eclipses, going three 
or four times to exotic islands 
to witness the phenomenon,” 
said Mr Jarrett. “His other mai n 
interest was ballooning and he 
was a member of the Royal 
Aero club, although it wasn’t 
royal back then. 

“He took the opportunity 
to go on a flight with Wilbur 
Wright and from then on he 
was hooked. ” 

After getting his teeth into 
aeroplanes and teaching him¬ 
self to fly one of the Wright 
brother’s planes - no mean feat 
according to Mr Jarrett - Mc¬ 
Clean then set about establish¬ 
ing the aviation industry in 
the UK and fulfilling his desire 
to take to the air, creating the 
UK’s first naval flying school in 
the process. 

Mr Jarrett adds: “The Short 



brothers had a license to build 
the Wright brothers’ planes, 
McClean helped them turn this 
into a business and, between 
1909 and 1914, bought 16 
aeroplanes himself. He made 
these available to the Territory 
Army and the Royal Navy from 
his airfield in Eastchurch. 

“The navy then set up a base 
on the site and McClean gave 
them all the equipment they 
needed almost for free, charg¬ 
ing a peppercorn rent. 

“He got them off the ground, 
literally, off his own back.” 

One of McClean’s best known 
stunts took place on August 
10, 1912. 


He took off from the Eastch¬ 
urch airfield and flew to Lon¬ 
don, before heading up the 
Thames to Westminster. 

On the way to the Houses of 
Parliament, McClean guided 
his plane through the up¬ 
per and lower decks of Tower 
Bridge, before landing outside 
of Westminster and heading 
for lunch. 

While away from his aircraft, 
police officers were keen to find 
out who had left their plane on 
the Thames, and on his return, 
McClean was told to move it, 
but he was not allowed to take 
off from the water until he got 
further down the river. 

Poor weather conditions 
sadly damaged the plane, and 
it travelled back to Eastchurch 
via road. 

The pioneering work of Mc¬ 
Clean carried on into 1914, 
where he pursued the develop¬ 
ment of multiple engined craft 
after a close friend went miss¬ 
ing on a cross Channel flight. 

Mr Jarrett said: “His friend 
was due to fly back from France 
but after taking off, he was nev¬ 
er seen again. 

“This convinced McClean 
that relying on one engine was 
not a good idea and that multi¬ 
ple engines were needed.” 

The Eastchurch site may not 
be as famous as other airfields, 
such a Brooklands, for develop¬ 
ing the British aviation indus¬ 
try, but according to Mr Jarrett, 
that is what McClean wanted. 

“The privacy to allow flying 
experiments to take place. 

“It was chosen deliberately 
for this as it meant the naval pi¬ 
lots could learn to fly in peace. 

“It is partly because of this 
that McClean remains a ne¬ 
glected pioneer.” 

Mr McClean died, aged 79, in 
in 1955.

Kiwi brewing up a storm 
with finest Kentish hops 


P ERHAPS it takes an outsider to 

recognise the great ingredients we 
have on our doorstep. 

When New Zealander Tonie 
Prins came to Kent, he expected 
the county to be full to the brim of 
pubs and brewers using local hops. 

He said: “Kent’s reputation for hops was 
known all around the world, but the main trend 
seemed to be people going across to Calais and 
getting their cheap French beer.” 

The Kiwi had been a keen home brewer 
in his old country. His passion for the craft 
didn’t diminish despite beginning a career in 
international management. 

“I had a job as an economic researcher for the 
Agent General of New South Wales, in London, 
but I knew that brewing was always what I 
really wanted to do and Kent seemed to be the 
place to get involved,” he said. 

After a few years working at local breweries, 
Prins decided to make a go of it on his own and 
in 2000 he opened the Hopdaemon Brewery. 

The name derives from a folk character said 
to roam the hop gardens at night, but it was 
also a suitable tag for the spirit of the beer and 
its brewer. 

Prins said: “I chose the name because our 
beers are really hop-driven. We don’t use hops 
from places like New Zealand or America. We 
use Kentish hops and we use a lot of them. We 
get a lot of fruity aromas and crisp flavours 
using local varieties. It also tied in with the 
medieval feel I wanted to create about the beer.” 

Prins is passionate about using local hops. His 
supplier grows the aromatic flowers just a mile 
down the road from his brewery in Newnham. 

The brewery produces five main cask and 
bottled beers with names like Incubus (a 
bronze-coloured bitter at 4 per cent), Leviathan 
(a strong ale at 6 per cent) and Golden Braid (a 
lighter ale at 3.7 per cent). 

Prins said: “There is still great beauty and 
balance in English hops and we can get great 
flavours with the combinations that we make.” 
Prins’s passion for his craft coincided with

a resurgence in real ales, but it was still hard 
work getting established. 

He said: “People were stocking real ales from 
places like Yorkshire. It didn’t seem right when 
we can make such good beers here. Luckily I 
had some very good pubs that supported me 
and they are still with me now.” 

Hopdaemon’s reputation grew, helped by 
winning awards backed by the Campaign For 
Real Ale. 

Prins said: “We have built up a bit of a 
reputation. I think people are happy spending a 
little more money on something that has been 
produced with love and has distinctive tastes 
and something interesting about it.” 

Prins is optimistic about the future despite the 


difficult few years for the pub industry. 

He said: “It was a tough time when a lot of 
pubs went under with the smoking ban, but 
many have said to me one way forward was to 
get into selling real ales.” 

He also has no regrets about going into the 
industry. 

He said: “I got into brewing not to be a big 
business man and make lots of money but 
because I love the art and craft of it and seeing 
the whole process from start to finish. 

“There is nothing like going into a pub 
where one of my beers is on draft and hearing 
someone say ‘Try that Incubus - it’s a cracking 
pint’. It makes it all worthwhile.”

No beef with the steak but price is high at bistro 


IN a list of the world's greatest cuisines, 
it's probably fair to suggest Argentinian 
won't be among the first crop of names. 

It is not be as widespread as Italian, 
Chinese or Indian, but there is a steadily 
growing South American presence on 
the high street. With that in mind, my 
dining partner and I headed to Buenos 
Aires in Maidstone in the hope of 
sampling something new. 

With a staple theme of steak, chips 
and minimal vegetables, here was 
something with which I could certainly 
get on board. 

Visiting on a Sunday evening, the 
restaurant was quiet. An elegant 
interior was let down a little by being 
too dark. This would have been offset 
nicely by the candle at our table, but 
our waiter forgot to light it - the only 
mistake the staff made all night. 

Wanting to save as much room for

the steak as possible, we shunned the 
excellent selection of starters and 
settled on sharing the mixed antipasto 
(£7.50). It included Serrano ham, 
provolone cheese, sun-dried tomatoes 
and ciabatta, which was just right as a 


light introduction before the main. 

The menu features burgers and 
other options, although it is difficult to 
see why anyone would go to Buenos 
Aires and not choose one of the 
steaks. There is a wide variety of cuts 
and sizes available but, keen to taste 
as much as possible, we went with the 
steak sampler (£44.95 between two). 

The option gives diners a chance 
to try four cuts of beef, along with a 
choice of side dishes - we opted for the 
chunky chips. If you do go down this 
route, I would recommend following 
our example and start with the least 
expensive cut and work your way up. 
This means going from rump to ribeye 
and on to sirloin before finally lomo. 

All four were deliciously tender and 
the almost melt-in-the-mouth lomo 
justified its tag as the priciest. To go 
with the beef we chose a salsa criolla 


sauce, which, considering the price of 
the sampler, we were surprised cost an 
extra £2.95. 

It was accompanied by an excellent 
Argentinian Malbec, which at £24.95 
was one of the cheapest options. 

There was just enough room for a 
caramel cheesecake (£4.50) and creme 
brulee (£5.50), which were fine but 
nothing out of the ordinary. 

With a tip, the bill came to £99.39, 
which sounds expensive for steak and 
chips. The quality of the beef probably 
made it worthwhile and I would go 
back, but for a special occasion rather 
than on a more regular night out.

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Discover stunning 
architecture set 
within beautiful 
countryside on the 
Greensand Way 
when you leave 
the county town 
behind to explore 

E NJOY open parkland, orchards, oast 
houses and incredible panoramic 
views of The Weald and out to the 
South Downs on this memorable 
four-mile walk. 

Starting in the enchanting village 
of Linton, just a stone’s throw from the hustle 
and bustle of Maidstone town centre, the route 
quickly leads you on to the Greensand Way. 

Following the ridge high above the River 
Beult, the Greensand Way is a wonderful 108- 
mile route starting in Haslemere, Surrey, and 
ending in Hamstreet, Kent. 

As you embark on the first leg of the route 
you may catch a glimpse of the impressive white 
walls of Linton Park House, which can be seen 
though the trees as the pathway passes through 
light woodland and copses of holly, sycamore 
and sweet chestnut. 

Continue past well-established orchards, 
which provide a mass of blossom in spring and a 
wonderful rich apple scent in autumn. 

The high hedges around the orchards provide 
much-needed shelter for the fruit trees from po¬ 
tential damage from harsh weather. The views 
open up again as you continue - on your right 
you can enjoy excellent views of Goudhurst. 

Even further-reaching dramatic views open 
up as you follow the route alongside St Peter’s 
Church in the village of Boughton Monchelsea. 
The lych gate to the church was constructed 
without nails in 1470 and is believed to be the 
second oldest in the country. 

Also en route, Boughton Monchelsea Place 
strikes an imposing presence across the sur¬ 
rounding countryside. Standing in its own 
165 acres of grounds, this Elizabethan stone- 
built manor boasts its own lake, deer park, and 
woodland. 

Cattle and sheep graze in nearby fields as you 
pass by heading towards Linton Park. In the 
heart of the park you will not fail to stop and take 
in the scene that meets you. The imposing white 
Palladian mansion house with its high flagpole 
sits among the beautiful parkland. 

Continue onwards across the park to reach 
the lake, a popular haunt of wildfowl and in the 
summer filled with water lilies. 

Arriving back in Linton, The Bull Inn is con¬ 
veniently situated for a welcome rest and re¬ 
freshment stop.

Banks helping riot-hit 
businesses to recover

NATWEST and RBS have introduced emergency 
measures to speed recovery for business customers 
whose properties have been affected by the riots. 

The banks say they will offer customers a 
range of solutions to problems that are a direct 
result of the disturbances across England. 

These include fast-track requests for tempo¬ 
rary credit increases, along with short-term 
financing to cover cost of repairs and replace¬ 
ment stock while businesses wait for insurance 
claims to be paid. 

They will also offer repayment holidays on 
existing loans to give businesses the breathing 
space they need to get back on their feet and 
refund or waive overdraft fees incurred as a 
result of the riots on a case-by-case basis 

Peter Ibbetson, small business chairman for 
NatWest and RBS, said: “Many local entrepre¬ 
neurs have lost their livelihoods as a result of 
the riots, and communities have lost the services 
they provide. We’re making additional support 
available because we know how important it 
is to the local economy to get these high-street 
businesses trading again.” 

Roger House, Federation Of Small Businesses 
chairman for Kent and Medway, said: “Small 


firms are still reeling from the shock of the last 
week and those directly affected are trying to 
pick themselves up from the damage caused. 

“Fortunately, Government is stepping up and 
supporting small firms at this time and we are 
glad to see that insurance deadlines and the 
Time To Pay scheme have both been extended 
- sensible measures that the Federation Of 
Small Businesses had been saying were 
absolutely crucial. 

“With concerns that businesses are not able 
to use the Time To Pay scheme more than once, 
the FSB is urging HMRC to ensure that those 
businesses that have been looted or burnt down 
and that have used this scheme before are able 
to use it again. 

“The announcement that Government will 
support businesses through the high-street sup¬ 
port scheme, suspension of business rates pay¬ 
ments for affected businesses and help for unin¬ 
sured firms is welcomed by the FSB. 

“At this time, it is also vital that people keep 
trade local to support their communities so that 
businesses can get up and running again.”

Eco Auris fails to excite 


First GEAR

TOYOTA’S eco-champion Prius is probably the 
most well-known green car on the planet. 

It’s only available with the Japanese marque’s 
ground-breaking petrol-electric hybrid system, 
so you can’t help but shout your environmental 
awareness if you buy one. 

But Toyota also makes what is probably 
the world’s least well-known green car, the 
Auris HSD (Hybrid Synergy Drive). If you 
buy one of these to proclaim your stance on 
the environment, then it could come out as a 
whisper. 

That’s because this eco version of the 
British-built Auris - Toyota’s Ford Focus class 
challenger - looks just like its petrol and diesel- 
driven sister models and there is little on the 
outside to say that it is as green as the Prius. 

Admittedly it’s well equipped, but not much 
cheaper than a Prius, which starts at £20,845, 
while Auris Hybrid prices start from £19,895 
- only a grand or so less. 

For that little saving you get marginally 
better fuel consumption but less space. 

It’s all rather disappointing. When Toyota 
said it would build the eco Auris, industry 
watchers like me thought it would really set the 
cat among the pigeons; built using the cheaper 
UK manufacturing cost base - the Prius is 
imported from Japan - surely it would be an 
affordable hybrid to tackle a rash of eco diesels 
from other mainstream carmakers? 

Surely not, it seems. 

Still, even at its rather extravagant price, the 
Auris HSD has its merits for those serious about 
greening their image and lowering running costs. 

Look closely, too, and it does differ slightly 
from the conventional Auris line-up: a different 
bumper and grille and bigger rear spoiler deliver 
better aerodynamics. It also sits slightly lower 
for the same reason. 

The big differences are inside, though. Most

obvious is the slightly insipid gear selector from 
the Prius. Probably the most disappointing 
thing about driving a hybrid, it really is a select- 
and-forget device, although there is a sport 
button to inject some extra life into the car even 
if this defeats the object of having a green car. 

As you might expect, then, the Auris is not 
set up to scurry about; the chassis delivers 
comfort rather than tautness and, in any 
case, the dashboard display gently nags 
and encourages you to drive steadily and 
environmentally. 

However, if you do follow that course and 
feather that right foot, the HSD can deliver even 
better figures than the official combined 74.3 or 
70.6mpg, according to which size alloys you go 
for on the entry model as tested here. 

The only fly in the ointment - and we’ve 
proved it with the Prius and rival Honda Insight 
- is that a hybrid’s fuel consumption can be 
undone by extensive motorway work and 


humbled by an eco diesel with tall gearing such 
as VW’s excellent Golf BlueMotion. 

Used principally in an urban and rural 
environment, though, where its smaller size is 
a plus against the Prius, the Auris comes into 
its own, with the onboard computer regularly 
reading 70+mpg. 

Using the EV (electric vehicle) mode you can 
also drive in complete silence for short (and 
slow) local journeys for a few minutes before 
the 1.8-litre petrol engine tells its electric 
counterpart: “OK, that’s enough, you’re 
running low on battery and it’s time for some 
proper muscle”. 

And that engine can be noisy if you are 
called to dart out of a junction or bowl along a 
motorway at the highest speed. 

Day-to-day use also can’t disguise that the 
standard Auris boot is compromised slightly 
by the need to carry the hybrid electric battery 
array beneath its floor.

Vauxhalls to be unveiled at Frankfurt showcase 


VAUXHALL will use this year’s 
Frankfurt Show (September 15-25) to 
give the eagerly-awaited Astra GTC 
and Zafira Tourer their world debuts. 

It will also show a production-ready 
Ampera, which the brand claims 
will be Europe’s first electric vehicle 
suitable for everyday use. 

But there will be strong indications 
too that the internal combustion 
engine is not dead yet, with the 
unveiling of seven new versions 
of existing Vauxhalls wearing the 
marque’s ultra-green Ecoflex sub-brand. 

But the rakish three-door version of 
the latest Astra will take the limelight; 
many spin-offs from five-door family 



hatchbacks have tried to claim coupe 
status, but the GTC looks like the 
real deal - especially as Vauxhall has 
added a high-performance front- 
suspension arrangement and will offer 
it with nothing less than a respectable 
12OPS (118bhp) of engine power at 
launch. 


It arrives in showrooms within the 
next few weeks, but would-be Zafira 
Tourer buyers have to wait until 
early next year for that car and its 
redesigned seven-seat Flex seating 
system, and to test Vauxhall’s claims 
about its superior driving dynamics. 

Arriving sooner will be those low- 
emission/low-road tax Ecoflex models: 
the Agila 1.0 petrol (109g/km of 
CO 2 ), Meriva 1.3 CDTi (109g/km), 
road tax-exempt Astra 1.7 CDTi 
(99g/km), Insignia 1.4 Turbo petrol 
(134g/km) and Insignia 2.0 CDTi 
(115g/km). There will also be Ecoflex 
versions of the Astra GTC and Zafira 
Tourer.

Stability Control that includes 
additional braking safety features, 
and brand watchers will note BMW’s 
increasing emphasis on its all-wheel 
drive xDrive system, touted as a rival 
to Audi’s familiar quattro format. 

Whether xDrive can become as 
high-profile as quattro, only time will 
tell, but this second-generation X3 
line-up is far superior to the original 
car. 

Prices for the X3 range start at 


£31,140, with the newxDrive30d 
available from £3 7,600 and the 
xDrive35d from £40,205

RUGBY returns to St Mark’s this weekend as 
Tunbridge Wells return to competitive action 
with a tough-looking Kent Cup tie against Beck¬ 
enham. 

The Wells, relegated from London 1 South last 
season, were beaten 85-5 when they travelled to 
Beckenham in March and although Saturday’s 
cup game is likely to be less intense, the visitors 
still arrive as hot favourites to progress. 

Both sides are expected to have several play¬ 
ers away on holiday this time around, with the 
Wells focusing more on the long-term prospects 
for the season ahead than simply the outcome of 
the first-round clash. 

Chairman Roger Clarke said: “It’s all part 
of our pre-season build-up. We’ll put out the 
strongest side we can, given the availability for a 
Bank Holiday [weekend], which will be the same 
for both sides. 

“We’ll take it as seriously as we can. It’s a 
benchmark, a test of how we’re doing. Beck¬ 
enham have a very professional attitude these 
days, they’ve strengthened their side and it will 
be interesting to see how we get on.” 

Life in London 2 South East should prove more 
comfortable for the Wells than the rigours of last 
season, with Clarke keen for the first XV to sta¬ 
bilise before throwing themselves into a promo¬ 
tion charge. 

Numbers at pre-season training have been 
encouraging, with between 60 and 65 play¬ 
ers turning up to each session. Clarke expects a 


winning side further down the rugby pyramid to 
yield larger crowds than one being beaten in a 
stronger league. 

“Last time we went down, we bounced back 
in the first season,” he said. “With the squad we 
have now, we think we’re capable of making the 
top-six or top-four. 

“I think people will be able to enjoy this sea¬ 
son more. Our supporters will, because the more 
successful rugby you play, the more people you’ll 


get on the touchline. It doesn’t matter how high 
a league you’re playing in, if you’re not being 
successful, you don’t attract people to come and 
watch. ” 

The Wells round off pre-season with a trip to 
local rivals Maidstone next weekend before they 
start the league season away to Lewes on Sep¬ 
tember 10. 

Saturday’s kick-off against Beckenham is at 
3pm.

THE track season may be nearing 
its conclusion but the top young 
distance runners at Tonbridge Ath¬ 
letic Club are preparing themselves 
for another period of high-quality 
competition.

‘Money still talks 
in touring cars’ 

I was sorry to hear this week 
about Tony Gilham being forced 
to pull out of the rest of the Brit¬ 
ish Touring Car Championship because of 
a Lack of sponsorship. 

I sympathise with his position because 
I know Tony, who is from Dartford, goes 
from race to race looking for sponsors. 

It's very hard, 888 Racing are a good team 
and they're not going to be the cheapest 
option, but Like every racer he wanted the 
best equipment. 

It's a shame he couldn't see it through 
but I wouldn't put it past him to be back 
out in something fairly soon. 

It's very difficult but unfortunately it's 
the nature of motorsport - the wheels 
don't turn unless the money is on the 
table. It's certainly not like kicking a ball 
around, you have to have the backing, but 
if you want to do it badly enough you find 
a way. 

The problem is there's a Lack of quality 
machinery for privateers to use. Obvi¬ 
ously the gulf between the privateer in 
old equipment and the well funded teams 
is getting wider. The cost of parts and 
repairing damage doesn’t get any cheaper 
either. 

It is where Motorbase over the Last few 
years have provided the model for priva¬ 
teer teams coming into the championship. 
They have served their apprenticeship in 
touring cars, starting off in old machinery. 

They have been run very profession¬ 
ally, worked out a cost effective way to 
race and have raised a significant amount 
of team sponsorship, which has enabled 
them to bring in drivers of a better calibre 
and they're now a top team. 

There's still another week or so before 
the championship resumes at Knockhill. 
The only person who has probably wel¬ 
comed the break has been Matt Neal, who 
broke a bone in his hand Last week. 

The time off will have allowed him a 
chance to begin the healing process, but 
things Like that happen and at the end of 
the day he's got to man up and deal with 
the pain. 

I can remember driving with broken 
bones in my foot, you can drive with all 
sorts of injuries. You only have to Look at 
what the motorbike racers go through and 
you realise you can cope with an awful lot. 

I'd bet my house on Neal being perfectly 
able to drive next weekend. I’m sure he 
will find a way of dealing with it because 
he needs three good finishes to 
get himself back in the champion¬ 
ship fight.

Monday. 

The two Kent League sides have had very dif¬ 
ferent starts to the new campaign, but as so often 
in local derbies form goes out the window. Tun¬ 
bridge Wells manager Martin Larkin has crossed 
swords with three different bosses at Sevenoaks 
since taking over at Culverden in 2008, and 
with mixed success. He knows that while Town 
are finding their way under new man Darren 
Anslow, the home side will be made aware of the 
derby’s importance and he expects it to be a good 
game. 

“Everyone has their reasons for leaving. Si¬ 
mon Jones was a very nice guy and obviously he 
had work commitments that means he left, while 
Keith Levett has done well for himself by getting 
a move to the Ryman League,” Larkin said. 

“Darren has a fantastic background and we 
have had them watched, they are a talented 
bunch and hopefully it will be a bit more of a 
football game this season. 

“It’s a very important derby for us because 
in our squad 16 or 17 are local lads and under¬ 
stand the rivalry. It’s another league game and 
we want to go out and get another three points, 
it would just be a bonus that it’s against Seven¬ 
oaks.” 

For Tunbridge Wells, derby day spoils are not 
the only goods on offer this weekend. With a 
100 per cent record heading into Saturday’s trip 
to Beckenham, the Wells could be sitting top of 
the Kent League come 6pm on Monday. 

Larkin has played down his side’s title hopes, 
claiming it’s too early in the season, but said he 
does expect his side to “score a hatful” when he 
is able to field his first-choice side. 


Instrumental to that is forward Carl ‘Hoo- 
ley’ Cornell, who could make an appearance at 
Greatness Park after suffering an ankle injury on 
the opening day of the season. 

By contrast, the game will be a first west Kent 
derby for the majority of the Sevenoaks squad, 
including Anslow. 

He said: “I think because we’re new to it may¬ 
be it will not be until we get to the game for us to 


fully appreciate what it means. 

“We’re trying to take it 45 minutes at a time at 
the moment and Monday won’t be any different. 
We go into every game trying to win. Hopefully 
there will be a decent crowd in, they have had a 
decent start and will be pretty confident and I’m 
expecting a tough game.” 

Sevenoaks, who won the corresponding fix¬ 
ture 4-1 last season, began the campaign with 


back-to-back league defeats against Holmesdale 
and Corinthian, but they emphatically bounced 
back with a 4-0 win against Ash United in the 
FA Cup last weekend. 

A small squad precludes any notion of resting 
players for one of the two Bank Holiday games, 
so Anslow will be hoping his side come through 
Saturday’s visit to Canterbury City without any 
injury worries.
